John J. Kenny, Jr. of Raleigh said 
he likes "home brew stuff:" But 
when he talks about coils and heat 
and pots, he's talking about his 
ham radio hobby. 


Jack -- "that's what my friends call 
me" -—- is WB4MCU. He has been 
licensed as an amateur radio opera- 
tor since 1972 when he received the 
novice call of WN2IJK. He was 
living in New York then and moved 

to Raleigh shortly afterwards. "It

for 'I'm Jack Kenny.'" He held the IJK call when he joined RARS, 


He now holds a technician's license, "until I get down and beat that 
code." 


Jack has what he describes as a "hellacious workshop" in his basement 
at home. He has tools for woodworking, carpentry, plumbing, “anything 
you do with your hands." 


For his amateur radio activities, "I like the home brew stuff," he 
Said. "I've got all kinds of home brew." It includes an IC keyer 
with memory, a transmatch, and "all that kind of stuff" he has 
‘assembled. 


Jack said he lives in his workshop when he is at home. "My inext door 
neighbor calls me the mole, because every time he comes over to visit 
ne, I'm in the basement, either working on gear or doing something.

Jack's most memorable ham contact came in April 1973 when one night

Sally whom he met while in Cuba. His Spanish became fluent enough 
for him to convince her he would make a good husband. 


Jack served a four-year tour with the Navy 1952-56. A latter part 
of the tour was spent at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. He worked with 
training devices such as the Link trainer, a flight simulator for 
teaching pilots instrument flying. During one assignment, he was 
an instructor in the Navy's guided missile school at Jacksonville, 
Florida. 


Jack says wife Sally is "tolerant" of his amateur radio activities. 
"Svery time she complains, I tell her I'll take up drinking or 
gambling," he said. "Then she leaves me alone. Compared to those, 
ham radio's fine." 


The Kennys have two children: Jack,III, 17, and Diane, 11. 


Jack was born and reared in Chicago, Illinois and attended DePaul 
University there. He is now a manager in the field engineering 
division of IBM in Raleigh. He has been with IBM 18 years. 


His Navy service and work have taker him halfway around the world 
and into most of the United States. He still has to travel "several 
times a month" in his work. He said he would rather spend the 
travel hours doing something else. 


"I'd rather get down in the basement with my soldering iron and by 
projects,” he said. 


Jack will observe his 42nd birthday July 14. He began his amateur 
radio hobby when he was about 40, 


"I'm having a lot of fun with ham radio," he said. “Too bad I didn't 
Start out 20 years.ago."

NOVICE CORNER by Rick Prescott, WN4LYN 


This month I'd like to tell you about another kind of very useful 
antennas, the ground plane. 


When my uncle came to visit me from Australia about a month ago, we 
Were trying to find a useful type of antenna that we could use to talk 
to each other. We finally decided on a ground plane. 


I found another pole and decided to use it as my mast. I cut a piece 
of bare antenna wire to 22 feet (novice 15 meter band) and taped it 
onto my pole.

Try to attach as many radials as you can because the more the better. 


I have found that this type of antenna works very well. It almost has 
a perfect SWR on my rig, I think it wiii on yours too. I negiected
